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MYSTERIOUS TERMS 
In recent years, the vocabu lary of the average 
m an has been enriched w ith scores of new tech­ 
nical term s dealing w ith the m echanical marvels 
of the age. Many other new developments have 
given him u ncommon words which soon became 
widely u sed. 
It is astonishing, then, how backward we are 
in ou r u nderstanding of biological and medical 
term s. Words su ch as seru m, toxin, vaccine, im ­ 
m u nity, and other like words are either little 
u nderstood or else u sed erroneou sly. And yet 
every intelligent person shou ld u nderstand them . 
For instance the term hygiene differs from 
sanitation in th a t hygiene deals with the care of 
the person, whereas sanitation deals w ith the 
environm ent. We say hygiene of the teeth, nose 
and throat, and the hands, speak of the sanita­ 
tion of the home, school, office and the city. 
Hygiene is personal, sanitation is environm ental. 
A disease is commu nicable when it can pass or 
be passed from one individu al to another. Dis­ 
eases vary in their commu nicability. Smallpox, 
measles, chicken pox, and the common cold are 
highly commu nicable. Diabetes, thou gh a dis­ 
ease, is not commu nicable. 
An infectu ou s disease is one cau sed by some 
parasite. A parasite is a vegetable or anim al 
living thing which lives in or on some other liv­ 
ing thing, u su ally called a host. Most infections 
are transm issible. 
Im m u nity is the power of a living thing to re­ 
sist the invasion and activity of a parasite. 
Septicemia implies the presence of m icro­ 
organism s in the blood. 
The term toxins, as commonly u sed in m edi­ 
cine, m eans a poisonou s chemical su bstance pro­ 
du ced by bacteria or other parasites. 
Toxemia implies the presence and circu lation 
in the body of the toxic produ cts of bacteria. 
A m icro-organism, or germ, is said to be p a th ­ 
ogenic when it is capable of harm ing a living 
thing which it has invaded. Certain parasites, 
u nder norm al conditions, are not pathogenic, as 
for example the colon bacilli which live in the 
colon and do no damage u nder regu lar con­ 
ditions. 
There are m any other medical and biological 
term s th a t are commonly u sed, which are no 
more mystifying th an these, once their m eaning 
is learned. It will prove very advantageou s to 
the average person to know more abou t them . 
------------------o-------------- 
THE TREND OF BUSINESS 
The first half of Febru ary has given some 
heartening developments and facts in the bu si­ 
ness and finance ou tlook. Many reports show 
distinct improvements as compared to a year ago 
and to the period ju st previou s. 
Commodity m arkets have received an im petu s 
from the cold w eather th a t prevailed. The entire 
list has shown more gains th an losses for the 
first time in m any days. W heat and cotton have 
strengthened and hogs show a su bstantial gain. 
The stock m arket on Wall street has been 
m aking some definite progress and au tomobile 
produ ction shows a gain of five per cent for J a n­ 


u ary over the like m onth last year. This is the 
first favorable news from th a t indu stry as re­ 
garding a gain from one year to the next since 
19 3 1. 
A nother favorable indication is th e increase 
in bank clearings reported for the first p art of 
Febru ary. Bank clearings are looked to as an 
indicative barom eter of bu siness since they show 
the volu me of commercial paym ents by check. 
These and other favorable reports are all en­ 
cou raging since m ost of them do not represent 
a natu ral seasonable increase bu t an increase of 
activity du ring a du ll period. The advent of the 
spring season bids fair to bring w ith it an u p­ 
tu rn th a t will be decidedly encou raging throu gh­ 
ou t the nation since these prem atu re develop­ 
m ents seem to be setting the pace. 


NO THEORY HERE 
Mixed naval and air forces of this cou ntry 
have staged m any m ythical battles w ith m ythical 
enemies in their practice w ar maneu vers. The 
air forces have played im portant roles in all of 
these w ar “games.” All resu lts were theoretical, 
however, and not actu alities. 
The recent incident of the m u tinied crew th a t 
ran off w ith a Du tch cru iser, however, proves 
beyond a dou bt the all im portant power of the 
airplane in actu al operation. 
The crew of this vessel, mostly Asiatics from 
Java, commandeered the vessel when m ost of 
the officers were ashore. Those on board were 
overpowered and pu t into confinement. They 
pu t ou t to sea and defied the whole Du tch navy. 
All sorts of th reats and w arnings were given 
them bu t they disregarded them all u ntil a 
sq u adron of planes was sent in pu rsu it. 
One plane dropped a hu ndred pou nd bomb on 
the deck of the ship. Tw enty-two of the m u ­ 
tineers were killed, tw enty-one of them inju red 
and the ship set on fire. T hat one bomb was all 
th a t was needed to bring them to terms. They 
immediately su rrendered. 
There is no specu lation in this case as to w hat 
effect an attacking air sq u adron can have on a 
helpless, slow moving battleship. 
Theory has 
been replaced by the actu al resu lts. One bomb 
cau sed great dam age to the ship as well as ta k ­ 
ing a great toll of lives. W hat if the entire fleet 
of planes had tu rned loose their fu ll cargo of 
deadly bombs! 
Here is an incident th a t shou ld m ake an in­ 
delible impression u pon those responsible for ou r 
national defense.
